Determined by Immigration. 


This new condition is the restriction | 


of immigration. For as long as any 
living person can remember wages in 
America have been chiefly determined 
by, and the demand for labor by in- 
dustry has been adjusted to, immigra- 
tion. Between industry and labor there 


thas been a free flow of supply and 


demand. Whenever industry was busy 
immigrants came in from Europe to 
fill the demand. In one year just 
preceding the war upward of a million 
and a half of immigrants came in from 
Europe. Over a considerable period 
preceding the war the annual influx of 
immigrants was upward of a million. 
With the beginning of the war in 
1914 immigration prnctically ceased. 
This interruption by war lasted until 
the demobilization of European armies 
in the latter part of 1919. Then we 
made the interruption permanent by 
adopting a definite policy of immigra- 
tion restriction. During the good years 


of 1922 and 1923, if there had been | 


no restriction of immigration, the in- 
flow of aliens might readily have 
reached upward of 2,000,000, Actu- 
ally, under *the quota limitation the 
number was kept down to something 
over 300,000. 

In effect this operates to give a mo- 
nopoly to the labor already in Amer- 
ican. For the first time in history 
American labor is protected against 
the competition of a free flow of immi- 
grants from Europe. This new condi- 
tion is by far the weightiest factor 


among the causes of the present high 
level of wages in America, Because of 
the restriction of immigration labor in 
America is going to have not only 
higher wages but more power than 
ever before.

This condition is going to be a con- 
tinuing one. Our policy of immigra- 
tion restriction is going to be main- 
tained. There is no one subject about 
which American opinion, both in con- 
gress and throughout the conutry, is 
so generally agreed.

Our 
present immigration law admits from 
each country a quota of 3 per cent of 
the natives of that country already 
here according to the census of 1910.

MODERN PIPER TO RAID RAT STRONGHOLDS 


Rodents To Begin Monday | 


BY KENNETH SAP*?. 
Civilization’s modern “Pied Piper,” 
J. L. Nicholes, of Baltimore, with a 
corps of twenty-eight rat-exterminat- 
ing lieutenants, has arrived in At- 
lanta, and will open his campaign 


Munday to rid this city of rats. Ac- 
cording to government estimates, there 
are approximately 600,000 rodents in 
Atlanta, or an average of two rats to 
every person. Mr. Nicholes prophe 
sies that thore will be an immediate 
substantial increase in the mortality 
rate and promises to kill 735 per cent 
of Atlanta’s rodent population by the 
end of the campaign, April 1. 

The appalling figures eiven out by 
Mr. Nicholes, who cooperates with the 
government in a nation-wide rat ex- 
termination campaign, shows that in 
1923 rats destroyed over one billion 
dollars’ worth of property in the 
United States and that in Atlanta 
alone, the germ-laden pests destroyed 
property valued at $1,092,000. Every 
rat costs approximately one-half cent 
per day, or $1.82 per year. In an 
average inland city, he says, there 
are two rats to every person, while 
there are four to every person in sea- 
port cities and eight in rural dis- 
tricts. 

Mr. Nichvles, who is a former resi- 
dent of Atlanta, has been brought here 
at the invitation of P. J. Kennedy, 
health officer, who has heen joined 
in the movement to free the city from 
the rodents by the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce, and by the state de 
partment of agriculture. 

Executioners Trained. 

The trained crew of rat execution- 
ers will start their work tomorrow 
morning by making a complete survey 
of the city in which rat infested places 
will be notated by streeis, numbere 
and names, The baiters foliow, work 
ing block by block, and thoy distribute |! 
the barium carbonate, the deadliest 
poison known te “rathood.” All other 
poisons, it is said, can be detected by 
the rodents by either taste or odor, 
and are therefore less effective than 
barium carbonate. 

he poison is deadly to rats but is 
not injurious to people or animals 
unless taken in large quantities. It 
takes from one to four days to take 
effect on rodents and in that time 
they usually seek fresh air. so that 
very few of them die in buildings. 
After the poison has heen given a 
chance to do its work, Mr. Nicholes’ 
men make the round and gather the 
“corpses,” which are later burned. 


To Report Weekly. 

Weekly reports will be made to the 
city health department showing the 
number of rats killed, the places freed 
from the rule of the rats, and the total 
cost. No charge will be assessed the 
citizens of Atlanta with the exception 
of the actual cost of the barium ear- 
honate, the poison used to destroy the 
rodents. 

Literature on rat extermination 
will he furnished hy Congressman W. 
D. I’pshaw, which will instruct the 
pubhe in their duties in the campafgn, 
and talks will be made in various 
schools. of the city by prominent citi- 
zens. The literature and poster® ean 
he obtained from either the city Health 
department or the agricultural depart- 
ment at the state capitol. 

“The number of rats in the country 
is inestimable,” said Mr. Nicholes, “as 
they breed from six to ten times per 
vear. and over 359.000.000 are de-

Every man who has played a year or 
two of golf will admit that the most 
difficult opponent to dewn is the 
player who lets you beat yourself, 
There is such a player, probably x 
pair of them, in about every tourna- 


ment that is played in this country. ¢ 


He's the fellow who saws wood, sticks 
to his own game, and isn’t a bit ruf- 
fled if you happen te roll a birdie or 
two in the first nine. He simply 
won't crack and it isn’t long before 
you begin to feel the weight of his 
scheme bearing down upon )ou. 

The hardest man to beat in golf is 
the consistently par meal player. 
You can count on him being in at the 
finish of every hole and you can a!se 
count on bim rarely flashing into the 
race with amazingly briliiant play. 
You can also count on him rot break- 
ing or cracking at any point in the 
play. He's the old bull dog himself 
when it comes to sticking 1t out. As 
for mental hazards his presence a. 
an opponent beats them all. It isn’t 
long before you know you have a game 
your hands and that the least 


flaw on your part is going to mean 


ruin. That is no comfortable feeling 
to pack about with you in a cham- 
pionship match. Many and many kre 
the cracks who have ben mowed down 
by such a plaver. 

Such a golfer is not hard to note. 
once you have met him. Rarely long 
from the tee his direction is master'y. 
In pitching he rarely drops dead to 
the cup but you can bet your lase 
dollar he’ll be down in two putts.

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Cooperative Merchandising 
Can Be Made Profitable

The purpose of cooperative 
merchandising is to i rease 
the volume of business a +o 
decrease the cost of sei, 
This has been tried succes: 
fully in a number of instances 
by both wholesale and retail 
merchants and from my own 
experience, I have become 
firmly convinced that it is, un- 
der certain circumstances, the 
most logical and’ by far the 
most profitable method of do- 
ing business. 

Cooperative merchandising 
need not mean that merchants 
buy their goods cooperatively, 
but rather a grouping together 
of themselves to increase dis- 
tribution at minimum selling 
expense. Merchants in small 
towns often contribute to a 
general fund for the purpose 
of promoting their own town 
3 and advertising attractions they 
| sj have for the trade. Even in 
| ) * large cities, such as Atlanta, 
|| COoperative merchandising has been tried and proved to be very 
}} Successful, 
As a merchant in the Peachtree Arcade and as president of the 
|| Arcade Cooperative Association in 1923, I came in direct contact 
with a cooperative merchandising plan that has convinced me beyond 
a doubt that this method of increasing sales volume can be carried 
on to tremendous advantage. 

In merchandising of any nature, buyer and-seller must be brought 
together and the smaller the cost of accompfshing this, the greater 
the margin of profit is for the merchant. Tenants of the Arcade 
found that by pooling their advertising appropriations for a general 
advertising and promotion fund that they could not only popularize 
the Arcade as a shopping center, but could greatly increase their 
individual sales. From our own experience, we find that our sales 
volume has increased to a far grater extent through cooperative ef- 
fort than for the same amount of money spent by us, individually. 
This advertising for the Arcade has been both educational and con- 
Structive as well as serving to directly increase our individual sales 
volume. 

Not only have our cooperative efforts decreased our newspaper 
advertising cost, but through this cooperation we have been able 
to offer some very attractive merchandising features, such as the 
Arcade Guarantee Plan, which has proved a tremendous factor in the 
advancement of sales for Arcade tenants, 

Of course, cooperative merchandising could not be worked as 
successfully by merchants, whose interests were not as much in com- 
mon as those of the tenants of the Arcade, but where merchants 
are particularly interested in popularizing a certain shopping center 
or where their interests are more or less in common in other respects, 
| say that through cooperative effort, selling costs unquestionably 
can be greatly reduced and sales volume greatly increased.

Making of Lace An Art and An Industry in the Home. 
SS 2 §

Summer holds the hills, stillness and 
silence the valleys. In the distance 
are the meadows of marvelous green. 


Smell willow trees along the canal 
stand as if waiting for some dignified 
ceremony. A barge moves lazily 
through the biue water sending small 
silver ripples to play against the red- 
stone quay. The hoofs of a horse 
i:sound harsh and metallic on the shore 
| path, A drawbridge creaks and grates 
'wita rattling sound, Millions of honey 
bees zoom through the ether. They 
go irom calyx to calyx to gather the 
sweet sup. Women sit on the shaded 
porches in front of the tiny houses. 
Gardens everywhere and millions of 
flowers. Brilliant colors all blending 
in mosaic ensemble. There is the 
background of a typical Flemish vil- 
lage, the home of a great industry 
and art—the making of lace. 


Hand in hand with the revival of 
Beigium has gone the recovery of 
the lace industry. It is an old craft, 
hanced down from generation to gen- 
eration until it has become a tradi- 
tion. But that they are artists of 
that there can be no doubt. They live 
without complaint, humbly and the 
simple life, bound to their industry 
fro:n childhood to extreme old age. 
Take a glance at some specimen of 
Flemish lace. Its beauty of design, 
its conformity to nature’s pattern, the 
flower petals and the snowflakes are 
astounding. But through the long 
centuries this very industry has pre- 
served something that is lost com- 
plet+ly elsewhere in the whirring com- 
plexity of a machine-age—it has pre- 
served the craftswoman. 

(here is an opinion, generally ac- 
crglited, that lace came to Belgium 
from Venice in the early middle ages. 
The date is somewhat doubtful. But 
an Italian author as far buck as the 
thirteenth century in describing the 
pattérns of needle lace speaks of a 
fabric he saw which excelled for its 
fine “punto fiamengo” (Flemish 
point). Both Bruges and _ Venice, 
however, have advanced claims and 
botn have adduced what seem abso- 
lute proof that lace was made at an 
ear'y date, but the priority in years 
is still in the dark. In Bruges the 
cure of the cathedral tried to prove 
his assertions by reference to several 
old paintings. There are several mas- 
terrceces from the hand of Hans 
Memline and one is dated 1485. The 
painting was made at the order of 
Jean Florines, a wealthy merchant 
of the town. It represents the donors 
of the Bruges cathedral ‘grouped 
around the Virgin Mary. One of the 
dorors, supposedly the merchant him- 
self, is wearing a lace collar. 


When the flame of patriotism was 
but a faint flicker. When Belgium 


seemed destined to be merged with 


the colossus of Germany, the women 
of Belgium continued their work. 
They devised new patterns and group- 
ed themselves around the looms and 
for the second tine in the history of 
the southern Netherlands saved rhe 
country from internal disruption. 
They did it once before after the fall 
of Napoleon. While the men are 
away in the fields, which lie outside 
the village, the women are bent over 
their squares of work and ply with 
relentless energy ‘their bobbins of 
blackened wood. 


The raw material for the lace is 
‘grown on Flemish soil. It is the finest 
qua:ity of flax. The designs are gen- 
erally drawn from the local flora. 
Every town and village has a design 
of its own. On irregular backeroundil 
flowers and handsome foliage stand 
out in dull relief. In Brussels lace 
is made in separate pieces joined to- 
gether by meshes and very rich open 
work. The outstanding Belgian ,jaut- 
teras are “Goent” and “Ypres,” which 
are marked fur their flowers of unique 
design. The “Valenciennes” is known 
by its foundation of square or round 
meshes, while the “Malines’’ becomes 
the most supple of pillow ‘aces by its 
foundation of hexagonal meshes. The 
tecunique which changed somewhat 


during the frivolous times of the 
eigiiteenth century when the _ back- 
ground assumed a more airy and 
lighter aspect, wholly in keeping with 
the spirit of the times, has undergone 
little change during the past hundred 
yeals.

[here are 200 lace schools in Bel- 
gium. The convents give out most 
of the work to their former pupils 
and thereby exercise a function simi- 
lar to that of the middleman. The 
convent seeks, however, no profit for 
itseif, but to furnish a livelihood for 
the children committed to its care. 
The corvents pay better and get bet- 
ter work. For this reason manufae- 
tursrs place their orders with the 
nuns Today only the cheap and 
quickly-made articles are turned out 
by the factories, while the superior 
kinds are still turned out by the in- 
dividual women artists.

Stonewall Jackson 
spoke of him as “the only man I ever 
saw whom I would follow blindfold- 
ed.” General Woolsey, then com- 
mander-in-chief of the British armies, | 
said “he was the ablest general and | 
greatest man I ever conversed with.” 
Colonel Henderson, of the British | 
army, generally considered the great- 
est military critic of this generation, 


“Hannibal, Napoleon, 
Lee, triumphing with inferior num- 
bers over men who are _ tacticians, 
and nothing more.” Theodore Roose- 
velt wrote “Lee will rank as the 
very greatest of all the great captains, 
which the English people have pro- 
duced.” These testimonies might he 
multiplied indefinitely. But his su- | 
preme claim to greatness shall be 
found in the spirit in which he fought. 

“I have never cared to justify Lee's 
conduct upon a technical constitution- 
al interpretation. It is not nearly so 
important for us to know what was 


in the constitution of the United 
States in his time as to know what 
was in the heart of Lee. By the 
cleanness of his heart and the purity 
of tis purposes shall he be judged. 
In searching the conscience of Lee, 
I am absolutely convinced that when 
he tOrned his back upon Washington 
and his face toward the hills. of Vir- 
ginin, he deliberately and knowingly 
turned his back upon power and glory 
and his face toward humilation and 
defeat, and he «id so in loyalty t 
his own soul's highest sense of right. 
And in the four years which followed 
when he fonght with such splendid 
military genius, such indomitable per-

_Income from dividends form a con- 

siderable item in the aggregate in- 
come of many taxpayers. A dividend, 
for the purposes of the income-tax 
law, is any distribution, whether in 
casy or property, made by a corpora- 
tion to its stockholders or members 
out of its earnings or profits accu- 
mulated since February 28, 1913. 


A dividend is income to the stock- 
holder as of the date when the cash 
or property is unqualifiedly made sub- 
ject to his demand. For example. a 
corporation may declare a dividend 
payable December 30, 1922, for which 


the stockholder did not receive his 
check vntil January, 1922. The divi: 
dend is a part of his 1922 income. 
Dividends received by an individual 
stockholder are exempt from the nor 
mal tax, but subject to the surtax, thé 
reason being that the corporation 
which declares the dividend is subject 
to the normal tax on earnings out of 
whicr it is paid. Accordingly, divi: 
dends must be inclufed in gross iné 
come, but they may be deducted as 4 
credit in computing the normal tax.

1,000 Mica Mines 


Idle in Georgia, 
States Burleson 


BY RALPH T. JONES. 

There are more than one thousand 
valuable mica mines in the state of 
Georgia, today lying idle and unwork- 
ed, according to J. E. Burleson, of 
Spruce Pine, N. C., for fifty years an 
operator of mica mines, who has been 
visiting in Atlanta during the past 
week, | 
Some of these unworked Georgia 
mines, said Mr. Burleson, have been 
abandoned, while others have never 
been developed, although it is certain 
that valuable deposits of mica are 


uncover them. 

Mr. Burleson gives as 
for the failure to work these mines, 
the lack of a tariff duty sufficient to 
make it profitable for American 
mines, operated by expensive Ameri- 
can labor, to compete with the cheap 
labor mining operations of the east, 
where the large part of the mica an- 
nually imported into this country 
comes from. 

Besides Georgia, there are valuable 
mica mines unworked in North Caro- 
lina, Virginia, Alabama, New Hamp- 
shire, and several western states, said 
Mr. Burleson. 

Much Mica Imported. 

According to reports of the U. S. 
geologie survey, there was $1,330,622 
worth of mica imported into the 
United States during 1922, the latest 
year for which figures are available. 
During the same year, the value of 
mica mined in the United States was 
$308,346, of which $11,330 came from 
Georgia. 

Mica is used for many purposes, 
the same report sets forth. It is per- 
haps most important as an insulating 
material in electrical machinery, and 
is used in switch boards, lamp sockets, 
spark plugs, etc. It is also used as 
glazing material in stove doors, lamp 
chimneys, shades, goggles, etc. “Wet 
ground” mica is used to give luster 
to wall papers and for other decora- 
tive uses. “Dry ground” mica is used 
as a constituent in many lubricants, 
as surfacing on tar roofing, etc. Chem- 
ists also claim that it has large possi- 
bilities as a source of potash for use 
in the making of commercial] fertili- 
zers. 

Mr. Burleson has been operating 
mica mines for the past fifty years, 
but today is only operating three, due, 
he says, to the conditions brought 
about by the Iack of a proper protec- 
tive tariff. Two of his operating 
mines are located in Georgia and one 
in North Carolina. 

Examined Over 1,000. 

He has, he says, personally examin- 
ed more than one thousand idle mica 
mines in Georgia, and states that if 
it was only made possible to operate 
these mines on a profitable basis, it 
would give employment to thousands 
of people now idle, and bring many 
millions in cash to this state. He has 
asked all southern senators and con- 


curing a tariff on imported mica. 
Mr. Burleson stated that in 1918, 
he mined one block of mica in Upson 
county, near Yatesville. which sold 
for $1,400, This mica. he said, was 
flawless. and of the highest grade, 
eutting 20 by 20 inches, and sold for 
$20 per pound.
